2. Page 511, line 9: after that line insert:

“SECTION 1151m. 20.835 (5) (a) of the statutes is amended to read:

20.835 (5) (a) Payments for municipal services. The-amounts-inthe schedule

A sum sufficient to make payments for municipal services provided by municipalities

to state facilities, as determined under s. 70.119 (H.”.
3. Page 1109, line 16: delete the material beginning with that line and ending

with the period on line 20 and substitute:

“70.119 (7) (a) The department shall make payment to municipalities from the

appropriation under s. 20.835 (5) (a) for municipal services provided by

municipalities—H the-appropriation-under s-20.835(5)(a)-is-insufficient to-pay the

among the munieipalities-entitled thereto to state facilities.”.
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4. Page 1109, line 22: substitute a plain period for the last underscored period.

5. Page 1109, line 22: after that line insert:

“SECTION 3360m. 70.119 (7) (c) of the statutes is amended to read:

70.119 (7) (¢) The department shall assess to the appropriate program revenue
and program revenue-service accounts and segregated funds the costs of providing
payments for municipal services for the administration of programs financed from

program revenues or segregated revenues, except program revenues derived from

academic student fees levied by the board of regents of the university of Wisconsin

. The department shall
transfer to the general fund an amount equal to the assessments in each year from
the appropriate program revenue, program revenue-service and segregated revenue
appropriations.”.

6. Page 2741, line 10: after that line insert:

“(10g) PAYMENTS FOR MUNICIPAL SERVICES. The treatment of sections 20.835 (5)
(a) and 70.119 (7) (a) and (c) of the statutes takes effect on July 1, 1996.”.
